Madison Barracks, New York, July 29. 
In a speech here tonight before 1,700 
members of the officers’ reserve corps, 
Secretary of State Robert Lansing, em- 
phasizing the peril of German imperial- 
ism to the United States and the world, 
belief that the German 
people would not cast off the yoke of 
autocracy “until the physical might of 
the united democracies of the world 
has destroyed forever the evil ambi- 
tions of the military rulers of Ger- 
many.” That, he added, is the only 
way to restore the peace of the world. 

“Were every people on earth able to 
express their will, there would be no 
wars of aggression,” he said, “and, if 
there were no wars of aggression, there 
would be no wars, and/ lasting peace 
would come to this earth. The |. only 


way that a people can express. their 
will is through democratic institutions. 


Therefore, when the world is made 
safe for democracy, when that great 
principle prevails, uniyersal peace will 
be an accomplished faét. 

Gefmans Worship Autocracy. 

“No nation of people will be more 
fit than the United States when that 
time comes. 
A great. people ruled in thought and 
word as well as in deed by the most 


sinister government of modern times 
ts strainime every nerve to supplant 


have been taught to worship. When 
will the German people awaken to the 
truth’? When will they arise in their 


come their own masters? I fear that it 
will not be until the physical might 
of the united democracies of the world 
have destroyed forever the,evil ambi- 
tions of the military rulers of Ger- 
many and liberty triumphs over its 
arch-enemy.” ’ 

Mr. Lansing sought to drive home to 
the student officers the righteousness 
of the cause for which they had volun- 
teered. to go to France and fight, as- 
serting that America would win “be- 
causé oyr cause is the cause of justice 
and of right, and of humanity.” 

“The immediate cause of our war 
with Germany—the breaking of her 
promises as to indiscriminate sub- 
marine warfare—has a far deeper 
meaning,” he said, ‘a meaning which 

“ew ypeen growing more evident as the 
Wa. "has progressed and which needed 
but this act of perfidy to bring it home 
to all thinking Americans. The evil 
character of the German government 
is laid bare before the world. We 
know now that that government is in- 
spired with ambitions which menace 
human liberty, and that to gain its end 
it does not hesitate to break faith, to 
violate the most sacred rights, or to 
perpetrate intolerable acts of inhu- 
manity. 

Germany’s Deceeitful Pledges. 


“It needed but the words reported 
to have been uttered by the German 
chancellor to complete the picture of 
the character of his government when 
he announced that the only. reason 
why the intensified submarine cam- 
paign was delayed until February last 
was that sufficient submarines could 
not be built before that time to make 
the attacks on commerce efficient. 

“Do you realize that this means, if 
it means anything, that the promises 
to refrain from brutal submarine War- 
fare, which Germany had made to the 
United States, were never intended to 
be kept, that they were only made in 
order to gain time in which to build 
more submarines, and that when the 
time came to act, the German prom- 
ises were unhestitatingly torn to pieces 
like other ‘scraps of paper?’ 

“It is this disclosure of the character 
of the imperial German government 
whicn is the underlying cause of our 
entry into th war. We had doubted, 
or at least many Americans had doubt- 
ed, the evil purposes of the rulers of 
Gerniany. Doubt remained no longer. 
In the light of events we could read 
the }ast and see that for a quarter of 
a century the absorbing ambition of 
the military oligarchy which was the 
master of the German empire was for 
world dominion.” 

Future of America at Stake. 

Asserting that “the future of the 
United States is at stake,” Secretary 
Lansing said that “if any of you have 
the idea that we are fighting others’ 
battles and not our own, the sooner he 
gets away from that idea the better it 
will be for him, the better it will be 
for all of us. 

“Imagine Germany victor in Europe 
because the United States remained 
neutral. Who then, think you, would 
be the next vietim of those who are 
seeking to be masters of the whole 
earth? Would not this country. with 
its enormous wealth, arouse the cupid- 
ity of an impoverished though trium- 
phant Germany? Would not this de- 
mocracy be the only obstacle between 
the autocratic rulers of Germany and 
their supreme ambition? Do you think 
that they would withhold their hand 
from so rich a prize? 

' “Let me then ask you, would it be 
easier or wiser for this country single- 
handed to resist a German empire, 
flushed with victory and with great 
armies and navies at its command, than 
to unite with the brave enemies of that 
empire in ending now and for all time 
this menace to our future? 

“Primarily, then, every man who 
crosses the ocean to fight on foreign 
s0il against the armies of the German 
emperor, goes forth to fight for his 
country and for the preservation of 
these things for which our forefathers 
were willing to die. To those who thus 
offer themselves we owe the same debt 
that we owe to those men who in the 
past fought on American soil in the 
cause of-liberty. No, not the same 
debt, but a greater one. It calls for

With the examination of men for the 
army, under the operation of the se- 
lective draft law this week, and until 
the draft is completed, the notaries pub- 
lic of the state will have their oppor- 
tunity to do their “bit’’ for the country 
and for the men who will be called to 
fight. 

The receipt of the affidavit blanks 
to be filled out by those who desire to 
claim exemption shows that these af- 
fidavits must be sworn to before a 
notary public. There are three such 
affidavits to be sworn to in each claim 
for exemption. 

Many notaries have already notified 
the local exemption boards in the city 
of Atlanta of their desire to render 
this service free, stating that they will 
deem it a privilege to perform this pa- 
triotic duty for the men who are draft- 
ed. Notaries probably have made and 
will make the same generous offer all 
over the state. 

Not Universal Practice. 


This, however, is not going to be the 
universal practice of the notaries. It 
is Known that certain notaries public 
in the city of Atlanta have been liter- 
ally camping around local exemption 
board offices for several days trying 
to find out whether or not the affi- 
davits would have to be made out be- 
fore a notary, and that these notaries 
are anticipating a rich harvest from 
men who put in claims for exemption. 

One or two notaries are known to 
have approached exemption board mem- 
bers with the inquiry as to whether or

Draft Lists Mailed Out. 

The draft lists for Georgia's quota 
of men to be called to the colors for 
the first increment of the _ national 
army, which were. received by Adju- 
tant General J. Van Holt Nash last 
week, have all been mailed out, and it 
is evpected that they will be in the 
hands of the several local exemption 
boards of the state by Monday morn- 
ing. 
These boards will at once make their 
plans for issuing their notices to the 
men within their districts whose num- 
bers have been called, and these notices 
will likely reach every man in the state 
who must respond under the present 
draft by early next week. The majority 
of these men will receive their notices 
this week. 

Notices have already been sent out by 
the local exemption boards of several 
of the districts in Atlanta, and all nod 
tices will have been sent out by the 
last of the week. Men will begin to 
put in their appearance for examination 
before some of the Atlanta boards by 
the middle of this week, while before 
others they will not be required to ap- 
pear before the first of next week. 

Loen! Boards Are Busy. 

The exemption board of the first di- 
vision expects to send out the notices 
to the men in its territory early in the 
week, perhaps Monday, and men in this 
division will be expected to begin to re- 
port for examination Saturday. The 
board offices are at 63-4-5 Inman build- 
ink. 

The board of the second division 
mailed out its notices Saturday after- 
noon. Drafted men in this division 
are expected to report on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday. The board offices 
are at 315 Central building (old Tem- 
ple Court building). 

The board of the third division mailed 
out its notices Saturday. Men in this 
division will report Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday: The board offices are 
at 179 Grant street. 

The board of the fourth division sent 
out its notices Saturday. The men in 
this division will report Thursday, Fri- 
day and Saturday. The board offices 
are on Edgewood avenue. 

The board of the fifth division will 
mail out its notices on Monday or Tues- 
day, and the men will report first on 
Monday of next week. The board of- 
fices are on the third floor of the city 
hall.

TO RUSS HEADQUARTERS 


War Minister and Generals 

Will Confer About Ieas- 
ures to Force Troops to 
Face Enemy—Rumanians 
Still Gain in South Car- 
pathians. 


New York, July 29.—(By Associated 
Press From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Having retreated a distance of 
approximately 100 miles from where 
Kerensky, the iron man of Russia, car- 
ried them in his personally conducted 
drive early in the present month, the 
Russian army on the center of the line 
in East Galicia is again on Russian soil 
on both sides of Husiatyn and is still 
being followed by the forces of the 


Teutonic allies. 

Likewise the armies to the north and 
south continue to fall back before the 
enemy, at a few points only standing 
to offer a semblance of resistance, and 
then only for short periods of time. 
Wherever those of the faithful troops 
attempted to give battle they are ha- 
rassed by numerically stronger forces 
of the Teutons and compelled to give

ON FOOD CONTROL 


Conferees Locked on Board 

of Three Administrators 
and Congress Committee 
to Watch War Expenses. 
Appeal to Wilson. 


Washington, July 29.—Conferees on 
the administration food control bili 
reached an impassee tonight after an 
all-day conference, and leaders decided 
to confer tomorrow with President Wil- 
80n on the two points remaining in 
dispute—the senate proposals to estab- 
lish a congressional committee to su- 
pervise war expenditures and to create 
a board of three food administrators 
instead of one official. 

Upon all other questions the confer- 
ence committee reached a complete 
agreement. Final enactment of the 
bill this week is. hoped for by the con- 
ferees, but not regarded as certain. 

Representative Lever, heading the 
house conferees, and Senator Chamber- 
lain, who handled the bill in the sen- 
ate for the administration, will take 
up with President Wilson tomorrow the 
two remaining differences. The con- 
ferees will meet again afterward. Sev- 
eral of them, however, believe a partial 
disagreement will result in submission 
of disputed questions to both legisla- 
tive branches for another vote. Should 
the president insist upon the elimina- 
tion of the war committee proposal, 
as expected, it appears probable that 
the senate conferees would yield the 
point tomorrow, leaving a disagree- 
ment only on the food board question. 


Numerous other changes have been 
agreed to in the bill, with most of the 
principal senate amendments accepted. 

The conferees agreed that in addi- 
tion to foods, feeds and fuels, the gov- 
ernment shall control “fuel oil and nat- 
ural gas, fertilizer and fertilizer in- 
gredients, tools, utensils, implements 
and equipment required of the actual 
production thereof’—all denominated as 
necessaries. The so-called control sec- 
tion of the house bill, much broader 
than the senate’s, was adopted, author- 
izing federal regulation affecting spec- 
ulation, distribution and movement of 
the designated necessaries. 


The Prohibition Section. 


The prohibition section, agreed to 
yesterday, follows: 

“That from and. after thirty days 
from the date of the approval of this 
act, no foods, fruits, food materials 
or feeds s@all be used in the produc- 
tion of distilled spirits for beverage

KERENSKY ON WAY 


TO RUSSIAN FRONT. 

Evidently the preparations for the 
“blood and iron” policy of the gov- 
ernment against the disaffected troops 
shortly will be put into full force, for 
Minister of War Kerensky is on his 
way to the Russian headquarters, there 
to confer with the military leaders to 
formulate plans to stay the retreat and 
compel the troops to stand and face the 
foe as the Russians in the southern 
Carpathian region are doing. Down 
along this latter front the Russians, 
aided by the Rumanians, continue to 
force the Teutonic allies to cede 
ground, especially in the Upper Putna 
valley. 

Again the French troops fighting in 
the Aisne region of France have turn- 
ed in vicious counter attacks against 
the army of the German crown prince, 
put down an offensive it had started 


made good gains against it all along 
the line. Several attacks by the Ger-'| 
mans in the Verdun sector, notably be- | 
tween the much-fought-for ground in 
the region of the Avocourt wood bn | 
Hill 304, also were repulsed by General | 
Petain’s forces. , ' 

Meanwhile, although the infantry op- 
erations are on a minor scale, consist- 
ing mainly of raids by the British, the 
great artillery duel which has been in 
progress in Flanders for more than a 
week continues unabated. The visita- 
tion of German shells on Nieuport is 
tremendous, and the British guns are» 
replying almost shot for shot against | 
the German line. To the south, around : 
the Vimy ridge and Lens, and at Ar- 
mentieres, the duel continues of great 
proportions. 


GREAT BATTLES 
FOUGHT IN AIR. 


Simultaneously, in the air the fight- 
ing machines of Great Britain and Ger- 
many are carrying out maneuvers of 
proportions never before seen, with 
both sides sustaining losses in aircraft 
shot down or sent hurtling saan 
out of control. As an indication of the 
intensity of these aerial combats, thirty 
German airplanes were accounted for; 
in the latest fighting, in addition to' 
observation balloons which were int) 
down in flames. The British war of- 
fice admits that thirteen of the royal 
air squadron failed to return to their 
bases. The German war Office asserts, 
however, that thirty-five British planes 
were shot down, 

On Friday and Saturday nights Ger- 
man airmen attempted to bomb Paris. 
In the ; 


first attacks three suburban 
sections were reached and bombs drop- 
ped, which*caused the injury of several 
persons. The attempt of Saturday night | 
was entirely futile, the raiders not even 
reaching the environs of the capital, 
being sent scurrying by the watchful 
French airmen. One German aviator, 
despite its distinguishing marks, drop- | 
ped four bombs on a Red Cross hospital, |

national security and defense will be 
subserved thereby, he is authorized 
from time to time to prescribe and 
give public notice of the extent of 
the limitation, regulation, prohibition 
vr reduction so necessitated. Then- 
ever such notice shall have been given 
and shall have remained unrevoked, no 
person shall, after a reasonable time, 
prescribe in such notice, use any foods, 
fruits, food materials or feeds in the 
production of malt or vinous liquors 
or import any such liquors except un- 
der license issued by the president 
and in compliance with rules and reg- 
ulations determined by him govern- 
ing the production and importation of 
such liquors and the alcoholic contents 
thereof. Provided, further, that noth- 
ing in this section shall be construed 
to authorize licensing of the manufac- 
ture of vinous or malt liquors in any 
state, territory or civil: sub-division 
where the manufacture of 
such malt or vinous liquors is pro- 
hibited.”’ 

The additional section authorizing 
commandeering for redistillation when- 
ever necessary for food conservation 
or military needs was adopted as fram- 
ed by the senate with its extension to 
distilled beverages in stock as wei! as 
in bond. 

$2 Per Bushel for Wheat. 


The senate’ provision fixing a 2 
per bushel minimum price for wheat 
at primary markets was adopted except 
that it was made applicable to the 1918 
crop and not this year’s, the $2 price 
being made “absolute and binding un- 
til ay 1, 1919.” 

Senator Pomerene’s amendment au- 
thorizing the president to fix cval and 
coke prices, and take over mines, was 
adopted after a clause limiting such 
powers to military or common defense 
neéds have been stricken out. Provision 
for “fair and reasonable” compensation 
to owners of commandeereil coaling 
properties was made to read “just com- 
pensation,” 75 per cent payable imme- 
diately and the rest after judicial ac- 
tion. 

The conferees substituted for the 
senate’s restricted licensing provision 
the house plan for much broader fed- 
eral license regulation of importation, 
manufacture, mining, manufacture, 
storage and distribution of government 
controlled necessaries. The more rig 
orous section of the house bili, pro- 
hibiting hoarding of necessaries, was 
reinserted, with penalties.of $5.00 fines 
and two years’ imprisonment. Fhe 
house section penalizing wilful de.- 
struction of necessaries also was re- 
tained. 

The house's drastic provisions against 
monopoly of necessaries and authoriz- 
ing regulation of grain exchanges, 
were retained, but Senator Nelson's 
amendment regarding future trading on 
grain exchanges was stricken out. The 
so-called Pomerene-Walsh amendment 
prohibiting storing or holding of neces- 
saries, except by producers, to limit the 
public supply or affect the price, was 
retained. 

The senate’s provision limiting feder- 
al requisitioning authority to necessa- 
use, 
also was retained, as was Its provision 


[for limiting government purchases and: was the direct culmination

TWO NEROES LYNCHED 
BY A LOUISIANA MOB 


The Victims, Who Were Broth- 
ers, Were Accused of Kill- 
ing White Man. 


Amite, La., July 29.—Dan and Jerry 
Rout, negro brothers, who were con- 
fined in the Tangipahoa parish jail, 
charged with murdering Simeon Ben- 
nett, a white man, were taken from 
their cells by a mob today and lynched. 
The .lynching took place within the 
corporate limits of the city. 

A crowd of about twenty persons 
went inside, overpowered the jailer, se- 
cured his keys and after unlocking the 
cells dragged the two negroes to the 
Street. All were masked. 

The negro Dan last March was res- 
cued from a mob bent on lynching him 
when he was captured a few days after 
the murder of Bennett. -A rope had 
been placed around his neck. A few 
weeks ago he was granted a new trial 
after he had been found guilty of mur- 
der. Dan today pleaded with his cap- 
tors for mercy, repeatedly asserting 
he was innocent of any crime. His 
brother prayed. 

The two negroes were taken to a 
wooded spot near the city limits and 
hanged to a tree, The mob dispersed 
immediately after the hanging. Au- 
thorities tonight indicated they would 
be able to cause arrests of the ring- 
leaders soon. 

Bennett was shot and killed last 
March when he tried to collect a debt 
from Dan Rout. Dan fired several shots 
at Bennett who was unarmed, and 
when Bennett made a move as though 
to draw a weapon, Joe, Jerry and John, 
according to witnesses, fired at Ben- 
nett, who dropped dead. The Rout 
brothers, joined wy other relatives, all 
armed, fled to a nearby woods. 

After several days’ hunt Dan, Joe and 
John were captured and taken to New 
Orleans for safe keeping. Jerry es- 
caped for the time being. but last week 
was captured in Mississippi and Satur- 
day was brought here. Joe and John 
were released at a preliminary hearing 
for lack of evidence.

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COUNTIES AND THE SCHOOLS 


There isn’t a more nearly infallible rule 
of life, conduct or success than is based upon 
the old axiom, “Tlie Lord helps those who 
help themselves,” and anybody, or any com- 
munity, that lies down and depends upon 
somebody else for support is going to get 
lost in the shuffle. 

Another axiomatic proposition governing 
men and communities is this: That no wiser 
teacher ever existed in the world than Ex- 
perience. 

These two fundamental principles of life 
are directly applicable to the situation that 
confronts Georgia today in its attitude to- 
ward public education, and they are point- 
edly suggested by the bill pending in the 
legislature providing for a_ constitutional 
amendment to grant authority to the coun- 
ties of the state to levy local taxes for the 
support of public schools. 

So far as the state law now contemplates, 
the public schools are dependent for support 
wholly upon state appropriation of funds. 

However, the most progressive counties, 
one after another, are discarding the theory 
under which the state is depended upon to 
do it all—the counties themselves to do 
nothing—and already forty-eight counties of 
Georgia have voluntarily assumed the just 
burden of sharing the responsibility for 
their schools’ maintenance and development. 

The state cannot do it all as it should be 
done; and the taxpayers of these counties 
are not satisfied with the four or five months’ 
annual school term which the state pro- 
vides; and so they are going along volunta- 
rily sharing with the state the expense nec- 


essary to keep the schoolhouse doors open 


for the full term of eight or nine months. 

As to the second proposition, if we look 
into the experience of other states we find 
that the two states of the union lowest in 
point of literacy are the two which depend 
most upon state-wide care, and whose policy 
has been to throw the public schools burden 
upon the. state without the individual com- 
munities bearing their part. 

And in exact proportion the state which 
depends most upon state aid without county 
effort to support it is the lowest state in 
point of literacy: Alabama. 

The state next in point 
upon the state treasury is the state next 
lowest in point of literacy: Georgia! 

If there is anything at all in experience— 
anything in the world in the lessons we 
learn from others—how Georgia can refuse 
to profit by the lesson taught by. its sister 
states is bevond understanding. 

The house committee on appropriations 
has voted to recommend increasing the 
state’s appropriation for public school pur- 
poses $300,000 above the appropriations for 
the last two years. 

It isn’t that the state of Georgia will be- 
grudge this added $300,000; it isn’t that the 
state would mind half a million dollars more 
—if it could afford to pay it. But it is that 
the proposition is not coupled with the doc- 
trine of county supplementary aid at the 
same time. 

Georgia cannot do too much for its public 
schools; and the state alone cannot do nearly 
enough. 

We have got to to the root of the 
matter, and when we do we shall find that 
the school needs of Georgia demand far 
more than the total amount of money recom- 
mended for appropriation this vear. 

And much of it must necessarily come 
from the counties. 

This involves experiment whatever. 
The most progressive counties in the state 
have demonstrated the advantages of and 
good results from this system.

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LET US BANISH THIS GHOST. 


Every session of the Georgia general as- 
sembly for the last ten years has been 
haunted by the ghost of a measly debt of 
$1,300, acknowledged to be due a local jew- 
eler as the state’s unpaid portion of the cost 
of a silver service presented to the battle- 
ship Georgia in 1907. 

This service cost $2,065, of which $765 
was paid by citizens of various Georgia 
cities. Governor Terrell, then the state’s 
chief executive, bought the service in the 
name of the state. 

But Georgia never has paid it; and the 
debt has stalked the legislature ever since. 

Annually a bill is introduced by some 
member, providing for an appropriation to 
dissipate the obligation with interest— 
which this year amounts to $2,210. 

Annually the matter is threshed out and 
argued in committee and on the floor of the 
house. Computing the per diem cost of a 
legislative session, there has been enough 
time wasted in the readings of these appro- 
priation bills, the recording of them and the 
haranguing which they invariably call forth, 
to discharge the obligation many times over. 

Payment is deferred upon the sole pre- 
text that the legislature did not authorize 
the expenditure for the silver service. 

Perhaps not; but the governor of the 
‘state did, and the jeweler did the work and 
furnished the materials as he was authorized 
to do by the governor of Georgia. 

That ought to be sufficient. 

If there is anything in the legal principle 
of a master’s responsibility for the acts of 
an agent, it certainly ought to hold at least 
morally good in this instance. 

At any rate, and if only as a matter of 
patriotism and state pride, this just debt 
ought to be paid—and have done with it. 


HAZARD OF THE SOLDIER. 


Staggering as are the totals of killed and 
wounded on the battlefields of Europe, the 
fact remains that the hazard of the soldier 
today in France is mathematically far below 
that faced by a participant in the civil war. 

In one month of bombing and trench war- 
fare France and Great Britain lost in killed 
and wounded 114,000 men, according to au- 
thentic reports—which is enough to make 
the world throw up its hands in horror. 

But when it is remembered that a total 
of 2,000,000 soldiers were engaged and sub- 
ject to the same dangers to which their 
114,000 comrades fell victim, the percentage 
of casualties is brought down to less than 
6 per cent. 

In twelve hours’ fighting at Antietam 
23,000 union and confederate soldiers were 
killed or wounded—or 20 per cent of the 
forces engaged! And taking the war as a 
whole, the hazard of the civil war soldier 
was almost four times as great as is that 
of the soldier in France. . 

This is largely accounted for in the mod- 
ern methods of fighting, as compared with 
the old. Trench warfare is responsible for 
the greatly decreased percentage of losses 
in Europe. 

Military experts tell us that if the armies 
now engaged in the greatest of all wars had 
continued to follow the open warfare meth- 
ods that marked the early days of the war— 
and that characterized the methods em- 
ployed in the civil war—the opposing armies 
long ago would have been annihilated. 
It is remembered that the original army 
sent to France by England at the beginning 
of the war was practically destroyed during 
the first six months. 

That was because they pursued the open 
warfare tactics. But the successors of those 
unfortunate fellows soon learned to dig 
themselves in; with the result that the per- 
centage of casualties is greatly decreased. 

It is true that modern weapons have 
maximized the capacity for destruction; but 
to offset that fact, trench warfare and im- 
proved defense methods and systems have 
minimized the risks. 

And the soldier in France today stands a 
far better chance of coming out alive and 
whole of body than did the soldier of the 
civil war—whatever comfort that may af- 
ford to the mothers, fathers, wives and 
sweethearts at home!

SHIPPERS AND CARRIERS 
TO CONSIDER PROBLEMS 
OF SERVICE DURING WAR 


To devise means of Increasing the effi- 
ciency of Georgia railroad traffic for war 
service, shippers and railroad authorities of 
the state will gather at 10 o'clock Friday 
morning in the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce assembly hall. 

The meeting has been called by the At- 
lanta freight bureau, both city and state 
chambers of commerce, regional committee 
of the National Industrial Traffic league and 
the Atlanta district committee of the com- 
mission on car service. 

C. Murphy Candler, chairman of the state 
railroad commission, will preside. Arrange- 
ments will be perfected, it is hoped, through- 
out the state for the prompt ordering of 
cars; double loading to condense freight 
traffic; prompt notice of completed loads so 
that traffic may be expedited; for the in- 
auguration of early closing hours for “re- 
ceiving stations;’ designation of specified 
dates for shipping of perishable goods; con- 
solidation of automobile shipments; to reduce 
'mumber of cars carrying cotton, as well as 
the taking up of various other shipping prob- 
lems. 

Circulars can be obtained by persons inter- 
ested from WB. G. Hitt, general secretary of 
the committee, 401 Healey building. These 
circulars show that 57 per cent of the ship- 
ping facilities now available are not in use, 
and that this failure causes an appalling 
economic waste. In addition, the cause of 
this waste is largely the fault of the shipper, 
it is set forth. 

The public will be urged to help in every 
manner possible. Every branch of the com- 
mercial and industrial world will be called 
upon to contribute its share of assistance. 
Buyers will be asked to forget ‘‘trade units” 
that they may insist on orders being filled to 
the greatest capacity, even to the extent of 
clubbing in for the shipment of carload quan- 
tities, thereby conserving equipment. 
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Urges. Revision of the 
State Banking Laws 


Editor Constitution: The large number 
of bills amending the state banking laws, 
lately introduced and now under the consid- 
eration of the legislature, indicate very 
clearly that our people are not satisfied 
with the time-worn and outgrown banking 
laws of this state. Every banker doing busi- 
ness under our state laws realizes the inad- 
equacy of our system. Our state treasurer 
and bank examiner, in his last annual re- 
port, says: “Our bank laws are in such a 
state of confusion and are so unsatisfactory 
that their condition has been fittingly de- 
scribed by competent judges ag being cha- 


otic.” 

These laws have been made and remade, 
amended and reamended, patched and re- 
patched until even the most competent bank- 
ers in the state are often in doubt of their 
real meaning. Each legislature takes a hand 
in the matter and puts in a few new amend- 
ments which further complicates the job and 
the present body of lawmakers is no excep- 
tion. 

Our best business men realize that the 
time is here for a change, that we should 
quit patching our banking laws and throw 
the whole system out. The time is here to 
construct a new system and bring it up to 
date to meet with present-day business con- 
ditions. 

l¥ow may we best do this? Stop tinkering 
with the banking laws and ask the state 
legislature to pass a joint resolution provid- 
ing for a committee of competent men to go 
over the entire question and work out a new 
and comprehensive system of banking laws 
for our state. Let the resolution provide 
that the president of the Georgia Bankers’ 
association appoint two men, the president of 
the Country Bankers’ Association of Georgia 
appoint two men and State Bank Examiner 
Speer appoint two men to serve on this com- 
mittee. 

Give them a year to do the work, or long- 
er, if necessary. Have them go carefully 
over all our bank legislation covering the 
ast fifty years and rebuild, remodel and 

ring it all up to date in a complete and 

harmonious system. Let them offer it, when 
completed, to the legislature for action. If 
the’ proposed new system is good enough, 
they can pass it and let it become our bank- 
ing lew. If not good enough, they are free 
to act and refuse to pass it. 

A committee of this sort would represent 
the city banks and trust companies through 
the Georgia Bankers’ association, the coun- 
try banks through the Country Bankers’ as- 
sociation, and the state through the state 
banking department, which would give a 
well-balanced committee. Such a committee 
as this, with plenty of time, could do what 
coule never be accomplished in any other 
way. 

I have talked this plan over with a num- 
ber of the best bankers of the state and with 
a number of prominent members of the leg-

Your discourse on acetanilide 
so affected me that now I take only one 
headache powder a day. Am 27 years old, 
and have doctored for five years. Profes- 
sional musician. Salts habit only recently 
acquired: up until two years ago never was 
constipated. 

ANSWER—TIrregular life, irregular meals, 
irregular hours of sleep. Ten hours would be 
ample for you, and fourteen hours is enough 
to autointoxicate a hired man. The dailv 
cathartic habit is very bad. Myvy friend, vou 
take your acetanilide too lightly, and your 
headaches also. A daily dose of acetanilide 
will inevitably break down the blood cor- 
puscles, weaken the heart, damage the nerv- 
ous system, and make you a phvsical, if not 
a mental wreck in time. No doubt a few 
weeks of thorough hygienic treatment would 
relieve your headaches and put you in the 
way to regain normal health. Why not 
hang up the fiddle and the bow for a few 
weeks’ and sojourn in some good sanitarium 
or hospital for treatment?

While Agricultural Institutions 
Disagree, Co-operation, So 
Badly Needed, Not Possible 


Editor Constitution: How long will the 
people of Georgia put up with the bickering 
and cross-firing of our agricultural institu- 


tions in Georgia? 

With a state college of agriculture, an 
experiment station, eleven district agricul- 
tural schools, a department of agriculture 
and the co-operative demonstration work of 
our national government, it seems that Geor- 
gia should be put on the front line in agri- 
cultural education and development, and she 
would if there was thorough accord between 
the several agencies. 

Mister farmer, these institutions are in- 
augurated formally for our benefit. The 
money for running them is furnished direct- 
ly, or indirectly, by you. But why you 
should furnish one institution money with 
which to fight another institution and the 
other institution money with which to fight 
back it is hardly the course that intelligent 
people should be expected to follow. 

The independence of each institution from 
the operations of the other breeds discord 
and dissatisfaction, and it is high time that 
the farmers were demanding of their repre- 
sentatives such a change in the app ged 
of our agricultural institutions as would give 
them concentrated action. 

The right solution to the question is too 
large to be undertaken in one short session 
of the legislature. But it seems to me that 
if a commission, composed of the governor, 
the speaker of the house, the president of the 
senate and two private citizens, who would 
serve without compensation, that the data 
concerning the means for managing the sev- 
eral agricultural institutions and a general 
plan for co-operation could be eubmitted to 
the next session of the legislature in such a 
way as to enable it to take the necessary 
action.

To Furnish Power to Over- 
whelm Germany, Says Car- 
son—He Believes Russia 
Will Also Aid Allies. 


London, July 29.—Confidence that 
Russia once more will be brought into 
effective co-operation with the entente 
ailiés, and that America will in good 
time give “material aid of overwhelm- 
ing power which will make an end of 
ali doubts as to the completeness of 
victory by the allies,” was expressed 
today by Sir Edward H Carson, minis- 
ter without portfolio, in a statement to 
the Associated Press in behalf of the 
British war cabinet, of which he a 
member. Sir Edward also voiced the 
determination of Great Britain “to see 
this thing through until we have at- 
tained the aims we proclaimed at the 
beginning.” 

Two Momentous Everts. 

“During the third year of the 
which has just ended,” the statement 
said, “two events of outstanding im- 
portance occurred which must have de- 
cisive influence on the last phase of 
the war and on the peace that is to 
follow. These are the revolution in 
Russia and the entrance of the United 
States into the war in alliance with the 
entente powers. 

“The immediate effect of the Russian 
revolution, from a military point of 
view, gives cause for great anxiety, 
and has, up to the present, proved dis- 
astrous. But it must be borne in mind 
that the government of the late Rus- 
sian emperor was hatching positive 
treachery to the alliance and would 
have caused much greater disaster to 
us by concluded separate peace with 
Germany.” 

From political and social points of 
view, he said, England welcomes the 
revolution without reserve, and added 
an expression of confidence that after 
inevitable disturbances of 4 revolution 
Russia will come into line “in effective 
co-operation with her allies in striking 
at the common enemy of all.” 

“The Russian revolution,” he con- 
tinued, “has drawn a clear-cut line be- 
tween the contending nations, ranging 
them as the defenders of democracy on 
one side and as its assailants on the 
other. This aspect of the struggle, of 
course, has been most strongly empha- 
sized by the action of America, 

Germany Drove America to War. 


“The momentous decision of the 
United States that no alternative re- 
mained to her but to take up arms 
against Germany is one of the great- 
est events in the history of the world. 
Nothin but persistent and _ openly 
avowed adoption by Germany of a poli- 
cy of public crime and flagrant viola- 
tion of neutral rights would have 
driven America into the war. 

“We feel sure that the American peo- 
ple realize as clearly as we do our- 
selves that no peace can be lasting 
which is not the fruit of a complete 
and unquestionable ‘military victory. 
The new German chancellor has shown 
that neither the German government 
nor the German people is yet pre- 

ared for any such peace. They still 
Rope to make civilization and democ- 
racy surrender to the black flag.
